I looked down and there lying on the ground was a newspaper which 
announced the death of a handsome, industrious, and brilliant member 
of our city, He met death in an automobile accident, and had been an 
acquaintance of mine, | 


What was my first mental reaction? What idea flowed to my con- 
science from the depths of my subconscious? Was it an idea of sym- 
pathy, or of regret because his relatives were probably shocked at the 


| death of this progressive and sensible citizen? I wondered if I should 


have thought that the world had lost an intellectual asset, 

Suddenly I found myself staring into the distant blue of the horizon, 
and I was hypnotized by the thought of his death, The idea that nature, 
possibly God, can take anything from life that it so desires irrespective 
of the position intrigued me, Here was a man, if I remember, who 
envisioned idealism enmeshed with the practicalism for the city's 
future, but whose life was puffed out by an unexpected fate, From 
what I recalled, his life had been one of comparative ease. In con- 
trast I thought of a beggar in our large city who by the energy of his 
own simple mind might reach his humble goal in later life, 

All of a sudden that vague religious tenet that God loved equality 
among all life in every manner or way possible amused me, I mean 
that here was the beggar who was to live a life of struggle yet eventu- 
ally get his desire, while the man of intellectual ease lived harmoni- 
ously but shortly. i 3 

I murmured softly to myself; my mind began to elaborate the pre- 
ceding idea, I detected my lips curling into a slight smile, I was sur- 


prised at myself. I well knew that my thoughts and aforesaid action 
were the results of a basic jealousy which was long concealed to this 


dead acquaintance, when alive, under a hypocritical cloak of ad- 
miration, and I would have forgotten him had it not been for the 
publicity of his death, Then I wondered if my conscience should have 
been been disturbed by my attitude toward his death; to get away 
from a possible disturbance, I rationalized by thinking that at this 
very moment there are others who were sharing a similar attitué 
toward his fate, 

My face gradually assumed its natural expression as these thoughts 
faded away. My mind gently wandered in a different channel, Sud- 
denly a fresh thought of mine was interrupted when I heard a friend 
who passing by asked me whether I had heard of the death of one of 
our most influential society members, I was surprised to recognize 
his face as belonging to one of the most ardent social rivals of the 
late respected individual | 

"Yes," I said, "I was moved deeply when L heard of his death; 
my immediate reaction was one of profound sympathy, " 

"Indeed, "he said with a softly mocking tone, "so also was mine, ”
